The fact is he 
doesn t belong to mo. i ’m l^^pior him 
for another party.” 
Then the saloon-keeper went on to say 
that the right, title, and interest to the rat 
was vested in a slow-going, good-natured 
Dutchman, who brought him from South 
America, and was dwelling with him in 
obscurity from which he was rescued about 
a week ago by the saloon-keeper, who said 
that he “thought be might as well take him 
and advertise him as have bim stay with 
his owner where nobody’d ever see him f” 
“ What does he weigh ?” 
“Fifteen pound.” 
“Is he savage?” 
The rat now opened his jaws to gape, dis 
closing four long tangs, two in each jaw, as 
though he understood the question and 
took it upon himself to answer in his own 
way. 
The proprietor said that the rat slept a 
great deal in daytime and at night was 
generally Irritable and savage. 
“How would he come out from a tussle 
with a dog?” asked a bystander. 
“ Well, he got away with only three dogs 
during the last week,” said the proprietor, 
unconcernedly, as though it was hardly 
worth mentioning. 
“Hurt them badly **’ queried the bystand­ 
er. 
“Only tore the side out of one of them, a 
terrier: tore the nose nearly off a bull-dog, 
aud would have killed the third, another 
terrier, if we hadn’t taken him off.” 
The rat is about fourteen inches high and 
eighteen inches long.

Death of General Fitz Henry Warren. 
From tho Troy, N. Y. Times Jane 22. 
General Fitz Henry W arren died at 
Brimfield, Massachusetts, his native place, 
yesterday morning, at the age of 02 years. 
In early life, without having more than 
academic educational advantages, he en­ 
gaged in business in New York, Peters­ 
burg, Virginia, and Chicopee, Massachu­ 
setts, aud finally emigrated to Burlington, 
Iowa, in 1844. He soon became interest­ 
ed in journalism and politics. His news­ 
paper work was done on the Burlington 
Hawkeye, of which he was fora time the 
editor; on the New York Tribune# at the 
head of whoso Washington staff he was in 
18GI, and also on the New Y'ork Sun. 
It was while writing on the Tribune he 
originated the famous phrase, “On to Rich­ 
mond,” which will be remembered as long 
as tho history of the rebellion shall be 
read. I d politics he was at first a Whig, 
and as such was chairman for a 
while 
of the Iowa State Whig Committee. 
In 
1849, President Taylor appointed him Sec­ 
ond Assistant Postmaster Genera], after­ 
wards serving as First Assistant. 
During 
the General Scott campaign he was Chair­ 
man ot the National Whig Committee. 
When the Republican party was formed 
General Warren enlisted in its service. 
He was talked of tor Postmaster General 
after Lincoln’s election, was a member of 
the Iowa State Senate in 1866, and Minis, 
ter to Guatemala in 1867 and 1868. 
He 
joined the Greeley movement, and headed 
the Iowa electoral ticket. 
He neyer be 
came reconciled to the Republican party. 
He went to the war in command of the 
First Iowa Cavalry, and served mostly in 
Louisiana and Texas. He was promoted 
to be Brigadier General in 1862 and was 
afterward made 
Brigadier General by 
jreyet.
